could he called, at a coat of souiotbing 
over thirty thoueaud. Time passed on— 
88 it generally does— and a Medical Su- 
perintendent was appointed. One of • tho 
first acts of that oflicor was to inspect tho 
establishment and report upon its fituess 
to receive the unfortuuato patients still 
immured in tho old rickety oistablishmeut 
beyond Yictoria harbor. Tho medical 
officer's report was, we are led to believe, 
eminently unsatisfactory— a most severe 
commentary upon the manner in which 
the affairs of tho Public Works Depart- 
ment over James Bay were administered 
under a former regime. Tho situation 
■«eemod sufficiently serious to justify tho 
appointment of a Commission to make a 
thorough examination and final report. It 
is more in sorrow than surprise wb are led 
to beliovo that the report of tho Commis- 
sion thus appointed, conliniiH the 
lepreseatations which had been 
made by tho Medical Sni !•riIl^ i.dont, 
and it is uuderstood tu.a an 
establishment which was to have co"t tho 
countiy,, tlie tat-payers'of this Provmco, 
fifteen thousand dollars.and was popularly 
supposed to have becu compioted for 
thirty thousand, will actually reqiiiro a 
still further expenditure of thirty thous- 
and to make it anything like wbut it ought 
to be! Now, without any disrofli-ect to 
.the opipiunti and recommendations of tho 
Medical Superintendent and the Commia- 
■ sibuers, and witU a full appreciation of 
the claims of the uufortnuuto class of 
persons to bo accommodated, wo de>ire to 
enter an emphatic prptoat attaint incurriug 
the additional expenditure just now, aud 
at the same timo against auy considomble 
furtber delay in transferring the patients 
from their oxtremt-ly unsuitable quarters 
on Songiah promontory to the compara- 
tively less uusuitableones provided with bO 
muob bungling aud expanse at New "West 
min&ter. Alihough rapidly roenperauug 
under the careful and salutary treatment

new-Tjremises can unquestionably be made 
to iifl'ord a much better asylum for the 
insane than the old. Let that ospondi 
turo be made with promptitude aud 
"judicion," and let the patients be traus- 
ferred with all possible dispatch to their 
new quarters, bo that the Mediealj Super- 
intendent may enter npon his duties and 
earn Lis salary. We are thoroughly con- 
vinced that this will be, all thiugs con-

(Manchester Onirdlan.] 

A telegram fi6m Ottawa states that 
a report is current there that when 
Lord DufTerin's term of service in Can- 
ada expires he will be succeeded as 
Governor-General by the Duke of 
Manchester. Tho rumor haa this in 
its favor, that tho Duke is probably 
the last man in the world whose name 
would have opourred to tbe meze quid 
nunc in conneotion with such an ap- 
poiotmcnt. He in well known a? an 
. enthusiastic volunteer, but the coun- 
try has had no opportunity of testing 
his capacity for administration. He 
sat a few years in the House of Com- 
mons, aad.for some ten jnonths or .so 
he held a'houseHbld appointmout; bm 
this exhausts what tho Amoricaiis 
would call his public "record.' Eng- 
land, however, must bavo th" tiauds 
of men who u.ro ob-jcuro only Oocause 
the opportunity has never come of 
showing what stuff they are:vmade of, 
and it is possible that the ~ Duke of 
Manchester may belong to this neg- 
lected class. Lord BeacODsfield, it is 
understood, ratber piques himself 
upon his sagacity as a judge of char- 
acter, and if he has really offered the 
government of Canada to the Duke 
the country will, no doubt reserve its 
judgment, and assume the Prime Min- 
ister, who, to do him justice, has rather 
a horror of jobs, has fairly satisfactory 
reasons for forming a savoiable esti- 
mate of his Grace's administrative 
abilities.': T'Bervioe in the British de- 
pendencies seems to be at!quiring ad- 
ditional dignity.

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 
A Child Eight Years Old Falls Fifty-five 

TJ/xif frnm a Trpfi. 

Hillsboro Independent : A dread- 
ful accident happened to a little sou 
(eight years old) of George Zimmer- 
man, living near Centerviile, on last 
Saturday. Tho lad had climbed a tree 
to a great height, aud was cutting the 
top ofl', wlieu, losing his balance, ho 
shot down — as .say tljo.se who saw it- 
like an arrow to tbo frozen ground. 
He was picked uj) in an apiJiirently 
lifeless condition, in which bo remaiu- 
ed for some time ; but, sbowiug signs 
of life, a courifr was difipatclied for 
surgical aid. Dr. Bailey arrived about -1- 
bours after the accident, aud found the 
unfortunate little fellow terribly man- 
gled, as he had sustained a fracture of 
both Dones of the right arm two inches 
above bis elbow, the bones protruding 
through bis clothing and had run into 
the ground ; tho left arm biidly 
bruised and sprained, also left collar 
bone fractured. His head had struck 
the gronnd, and although the skull 
was^not broken,- the brain bad sus- 
tained a very severe concussion. The 
tree was nftcrwards cut down and 
measured, wbou it was fornd that bo 
had fallen a dislaiico of .").'3 feet, with- 
out anything to broiik llio fortio of tho 
fall. Tho only wonder is tbat he was 
not killed outright. Everything is 
being done for the little sufferer that 
can be done, but little hopes are enter- 
tained of bis recovery. '

Dyking the Low Lands of tlie Fraser, 

As this qiiestien will shortly bo placed 
before tbe Proviuoinl Parlitimeut for cou- 
sideration, we recommend tho matter to 
ail the tbiaking portion of our communi- 
ty. It is welikaown that the greater part 
of onr bottom lands in the districts of 
Chilliwhaok, Sumiis, and Miitsqui, are 
almost usele.s.s to the perinanent settlers, 
who caa neither cullivato nor improve 
them with any feeling of security, until 
the overflow of the Frazer is prevented. 
It is a mistake to suppoBe that land of it- 
self is valnable upless it can be utilized; 
evidenoe of this exists everywhere. Tlio 
taere nominal price of land is nothing in 
comparison to the sum contributed per 
capita towards tho revenue by every ad- 
ditional settler. Tho upset prico of the 
land is easily aisent, but tho revenuo do- 
rived from each adult is continuous an^i 
inexhaustible, for of what value can tho 
land possibly be, unless made capa*./l3 of 
supporting a population desirious of com- 
ing here. In view of tho increased de- 
mand for produce which will follow the 
sacoessful development of our mining in- 
dustries, we ought to give every just en- 
oonragement to persona willing to under- 
take an enterprise of such importance as 
the one projected by Mr. Ei t. Derby. 
Bettor by far, to give tho land outright, 
and have a mau or a family on each uu- 
occupied section, contributing to our na- 
tional wealth and future greatauss, than 
to be land rich, and not have a cent in tho 
Treasury. Neither is it a question with 
QSiM to'who undertakes the work, so that 
ifis'sriccessfully done, and onr producing 
powers increased. Capital will not un 
dertake great risks without proportionalo 
induooments, and to howl about tho value 
of a thing, which without development is 
useless, indicates a narrow and contracted 
▼iew, which does not correspond with tho 
country's requirements. For years we 
have lacked capital to carry out works of 
this kind. For years wo have languished 
in the background of more proi^^resaivo 
countries, and now that tho lido is turn- 
ing in our favor, shall wo impede it by 
selfish views, unworthy of all progressive 
men. ihose residing on the lands in 
qneslioa are chiefly engaged in dairying 
and sto6k raising, only venturing to cul- 
tivate Bmall patches along the high ridges, 
when if tho disastrous results ot a ilooii 
■were not feared, tho Sumas valley alone 
■would produce more grain than is requir- 
ed by the whole of British Columbia, and 
it- ia in face of these facts that we draw 
attention to 'v^hat we oonsider of eqtial im- 
portance as our mining industries, for as 
the latter are developed, so must our capa- 
city for sustaining au increased mining 
population increase also, and togRtlior 
form a self supporting and prosperous 
country, containing within itself all tho 
elements of national independence and 
rfobinmeroial greatness. 

SuBPENflR. — Jnst as tho plot thiclccned 
and tho crinis seemotl to burst like a anCl- 
den olap of thunder, telograpliio coniniu- 
nication was out and we were left in doubt 
aa to the llnal'<>nettlement of a question 
which gives peace' or war to Europe. As 
long as tho war was limited to Busaia and 
Turkey, and Russia had no real designs 
on the material interests of Great Britain, 
England could not well interfere on 
purely quixotic or sentimental grounds, 
but now that Turkey is »vppareutly crush- 
ed, ond the prize for ivhich Russia con- 
tended is almost within her grasp, may 
isho not in tho Hush of viotorj be defiant, 
and by virtue of conquest and a secret ol- 
liance ■with some cthor power defy Great 
Britain's right to intdrfore with tho cou- 
questt already mado. In viow of hidden 
danger the British Parliament was sum- 
moned to meet on the 17th inst , but ow- 
ing to the absence of telegrapbio commu- 
nication we can only conjiectura what will 
bo the result of its action. Lot us how- 
ever, hope that Russia may be moderate 
in her demands aa a conqueror and prove 
her sincerity in stating I hat sho took up 
arms solely in the Obristian cause, rather 
than to crush Turkey add consumm.ite 
ulterior designs. 

The MuNDoiiF Quaiit/i Mine. —This 
mine, situated on the Bonaparte, has ex- 
cited a good deal of .ttttention lately. A 
meeting of those interested waa held at 
Bonaparte a few days ago when a coinpa- 
- ny wos organized for the purpose of de- 
• yeloping the lead which is very extensive 
And believed to bo of great yalne, being 
rioh in gold nnd nUrer. 



Horrible Murder. 

About 9 a. m. yesterday Ah Lung, a 
Chinaman, discovered the body of Tie 
Goan, a Chinawoman, lying dead in her 
bedroom on Government street, between 
Fiegard and Cormorant streets, literally 
covered with wounds. Tho floor boro 
distinct signs of a violent struggle. No 
clue has been obtained as to iho perpeti'a- 
tor of this diabolical act; but it is sup- 
posed, from tho fact that all her pow 
clothing and that a number of gold rings 
are missing, that i^lunder must have been 
one of tho aims of tho murderer. 

An inquest waa hold before Hon. A. F. 
Pemberton, when tho following ovidonco 
was taken: 

J. B. Matthews, boing sworn, said ho 
was a member of the Boyol College of 
Surgeons; about 11 o'clock this morning 
went, in company with Sergeant Bloom- 
field, to a house at tho back -of the old 
Chineao church on Government street; 
saw a woman lying on her right sido by 
tho side of the bed; she had her arms 
raised as if to protect her head; found 
fourteen wounds on her back, all in the 
same direction, from her head down her 
right side; one wound between her hij] 
bone and tho lower ribs on tho loft side, 
entering deeply into the cavity of tho 
abdomen; there is a largo piece of omen- 
tum protruding from tho -wound; most of 
the wounds on the back are about four 
inches deep, but superficial, none of them 
penetrated the internal cavities except 
the one on the hip; there are four woumls 
on tho front in tho abdomen and chest, 
one under the right collar bone, penetrat- 
ing tho lungs for about six iuchoa, and 
one of tho wounds on tho nbdomon pene- 
trated that cavity ; her throat was cut on 
tho left side, tho thyroyd cartilage was 
partly divided; the largo vessels of tho 
neck were not cut through at all; her 
hands and arms were out in all directions; 
there are several cuts on tho face and on 
the head; there is a large quantity of 
congealed blood on tho llo»r and a smear 
of blood on tho sheets where thoy beomod 
to have been struggling; tho wounds ap- 
pear to havo been inflicted with a knife an 
inch or so broad; there was asilk scarf tied 
tightly around her waist, wiiioh apijourod 
as if she had tritd '.o .•jtop tho bleeding of 
tho wound in her hip; eitlior tho wound 
under the right collar houe or tho wound 
on tho left hip would have been sullicient 
to have caused death; she had been dead 
not mere than H or 10 hours; heard that 
her name was Tie Goan. 

Ah Lung, a Chinaman, being duly 
sworn through an interpreter (Hie Lee) 
said, a littlo after 7 a, ra. he got up and 
mado hreakfast; about!) a.m. ho went out 
to the back yard oi liis house on Govern- 
ment street and saw two rabbits eatiug his 
cabbages; he then cdled Tio Goiiu to 
come and help him catch them; she not 
answering ho opened tho door of lier room 
and found her lying dead on tho flow-; ho 
then wout to call Ah Yan, and his friends 
and relations; returned in company with 
Ah Yan ; sent for the police; witness said 
he was keeper of tho Chinese joss-house 
near the house; he slept there last night; 
went to bed about 10 o'clock, did not hear 
any noiso; the deceased was about 27 
years of age. 

Ah Yan, ii Chinaman, boing sworn, said 
ho kept a restaurant on Cormorant street; 
this morning Ah Lung camo and called 
him and naked him to go to the houso of 
the deceased Tie Goan; she was dead; sho 
came to his houso lost night between 10 
and 10:30 o'clock; told her then to go 
home and go to sleep; her husband lives 
in Napa City, California; sho then had 
some gold rings in her ears ond a gold 
pin in her hair; this morning all herrings 
and now clothes were gone; sho lived in 
the house alone; she used to keep a bad 
bouse in California; did not know how 
sho undo lur living here; her .husband is 
witness's cousin. 

Sergeant l3looiu(iel(l, being sworn, said 
that ut 10:30 a.m. it wua reported to him 
that a Chinawoman was dead; went Vu tbo 
bouse on Government street in company 
with officers Lindsay and White, and in a 
little room on tho side found « woman 
lying on her side on the fioor; she was 
dead; there was n large quantity of blood 
on tho floor; examined the body and found 
it was cut about tho imnU • U^n throat was 
cut, and it was severely Out about the 
arms and hands; there must bo forty or 
more cuts about hor hod.> ; she waa lying 
on lier right sido, partly uncovered; took 
chargo of the placo and took Dr. Matthews 
up to see the body; made a searchall over 
tho premises but could find no knife or 
aiguH to lead to the detection of the per- 
petrator of the deed. 

The jury, P. Pagden (foreman) , C. Soy- 
raonr, C. Davis, B. McOne, Jamo j Riley, 
and David Powers, returned a verilict 
that tho decoiised oiuno to bar death by 
wounds inllioted by some person or per- 
sons unknown.

Miitthewri ; lie was KuU'ering from a 
Wound in thn forehead. When tho symp- 
tona got very bud witnfss tn-phined tho 
scull (assisted by Dr. Mattliows) ; after 
this operation ho was niucu better, but 
again got worse. In his opinion deatb 
resulted from a blow producing com- 
pression and inflammation of tho brain. 

John Higgins toBtilied to being present 
when Albert Gerrittsen died at 10 p.m. 
on tho 12ih inst. 

His Honor then committed tbe prisoner 
for trial at tho next assizes. .

A Colored Man on tbe Prospects oX Ms 
Baoe. ' 

New Yore, Jan. 11. — Tho Tribime's 
Washington special says: J. Willis Men- 
ard of Louisiana, who was the first color- 
ed mau over elected to (he Amierican Con- 
gress, will deliver a lecture next week to 
the colored people of this city on the con- 
dition and prospocta of tlio nt'gro under a 
solid South. Menard says: "Tho racu 
problem cannot bo solved by bayonets. 
Tho product of negro labor is greater than 
ever; that tho race is not dying out, but 
increasing; that the independent move- 
ment in tho South will break up the 
Democratic party in five years; that the 
Bupplj' of labur in tho Sonth i.s 'in oxceas 
of the demand." He advises his connti-y. 
men to emigrate to llayti and Libariu. 
"Let them venture everywhere," Bays 
Menard, "as the whites do." Menard as- 
serts that the troops nt the South were 
not a source of protection to the negio; 
thut thoy were not only usually hostile to 
him, but that tlu-ir pres(;iJCO had tho 
oliect of provoking a larger meaaurn of 
bad feeling against him than would oth- 
orwiso have been tho case. Thut a change 
of some kind was necessary, every roas 
onable man must admit. Tho country 
is sick at heort of this continued discus- 
sion of war issues, and it has no sympathy 
■with any movement whose aim is to lire the 
Northern licni t against the South, not in 
the interest of tho negro nor of the publii 
welfare, but purely for political jjower 
The negro has been played long enough 
nj a trump in tho political game, and it is 
high time for a new deal. A war waged 
against tlio Southern ])nlicy of tho.'Vdmin- 
istratioii ia suicidal, iind will prove the 
caii.su of wcuknoria to tho Republican 
party. Tlui policy is only a wise and 
timely anticiputiim of tho end, mado in- 
evitrtblo by public opinion and tho ungont 
uecesoities of tbe country.

The Stopping Place between Plevna and 
ConstautinopJe. 

The most interesting of all the edifices 
of Adrianople is tbe Eski Seriii, the-; an- 
cient palaco of tho SuUnns, when this was 

the Capitiil of tho Ottomim Empire. It 
stands at tho distance oi a quarter of au 
hour's rido from tho town ou tho banks 
ot tho Troudjii, which is crossed by two 
moauraentul bridges. Afew lazy Zaptions 
wero ioitoriug before tho gates when I 
rode up, and they offered no op position to 
a free examination of this onco almost 
sacred building. Tho entrance is through 
au immense court-yard, nothing, indeed, 
but a Vast meadow surrounded by sheds, 
supported ou wonihui pillars, where, in 
days long past, tho Asiaiic hordes pastur- 
ed their chargers. It ia called pompously 
the "Oourt of the Gtiard," and could have 
accommodated at least 10,000 horsemen. 
Ou the further bido standa the "Gate of 
lJai)pines3," — the Bab-Soadot — tho ori- 
ginal of that Sublime Forte, of which so 
frequent mention is mado in Osmnnli do- 
euuiout^, even in our time. This is tho 
entrauco proper to tho palaco, and ia of 
remarkable simplicity, being without 
sculpture or ornament of any kind. Thence 
tho heavy door of iit)n opens into n vault- 
ed passage, beyond which tho grandees of 
tho Empire, tho chiefs of tributary tribes 
and foreign Aaihassadora win-e forbidden 
to jiroceed, the Sultan himself giving 
audiunco iu u little isolated puvillioo at 
one ond, where, through two gilded grat- 
ings, he listened to tho demands and re- 
ceived tho petitions of his subjects. Tho 
0110 chamber of tho building — so small 
that it could not accommodate more thau 
three peraon.s at ono time — used to con 
tain a largo divan at ono window ou the 
right, from which the Commander of tho 
Faithful commuoioated with the Grand 
Vizier, and another one left reserved for 
petitioners. The walls ire covered with 
painting on wootl.of birds and flowers and 
garlands t.f doubtful taste, but whoso 
brilliancy oven the lapse of four centuries 
has not diminiahed. Beyond this is a 
second inplosuro, less vast than tho 
Guard's Oourt, but still of considerable 
extent with a gigantic tower in the cen- 
tre, coinmandiug thcxlistant town; an ox- 
tei^ior stair case (d' while miirhlo leads to 
tho summit, wUero is a huge, bulboua- 
shuijod wooden cupola similar to what is 
seen at the old Serai of Stamboul at tho 
Golden Horn, before its ancient buildings 
wore destroyed by lire. All tho left wing 
of the palaco, including tho harem, is 
now in ruins, but a part of tlio right wing 
still remains, and here ia the hall of recep- 
tion, with three coutiuuous bedrooms, 
ornamented from lloor to ceiling with al- 
ternate rows of liricliH, cnumeled biue and 
green, of exquisite workmanship. Most 
iif tlle^o raproseiit only flowers and fruits, 
but on some of them can hosei;n thecKact 
plan of the Idaho of Mecca. Tho depen- 
dencies of tno pabce, such as the kitchen, 
tho soivants's rooms and tho stables, no 
longer olTer a single point of interest, for, 
with tho carelessness proverbial with tho 
Turks, they ba .0 been allowed to decay 
and fall to nun. In the eonatriictiou 
of nil tho early Tnrki-ih mosqnos, 
Byzantine architects wore omjjloyed, 
whereas, Per.-inn taste and skill pie- 
sidod at the erection of tho palaces. When 
one has passed some hours rambling 
through tuoso now deserted halls, those 
profusion of natural beauties, united to 
all the ingenious ornamentation of early 
Oriental art, carries j'ou back to tho days 
of the barbaric conquests of Iho Byzan- 
tine Empire, tho traveller ia di-agrtoably 
impressed by tho innovatiooe, in spuri- 
ous European taste, which have been in- 
troduced into Adrianople by tho Turkish 
autlioriiies. I havo already hinted at tlie 
cundilion of tho nviiii tlioroiighfares, and 
in truth 1 tlid not anticipatu anything 
else, but I did not I'.'ok lor a imblic gar- 
den edled ''Tivoli' on the banks of the 
classic Hebron, nor was I prepared to 
find cafoa concerts established »u uw..„b 
dated from tho fourteenth and fifteenth 
centuries., A fearful troupe is represeot- 
iognow, and my readi.-ra may give a guess 
tit the horrlblo cacophony of G Irojle-Uv-u- 
JlaiuiA Orpkce uii.u JHu/arc.i, as sung and 
acted in the vernacular o! the country I 
might possildy have found it funny if the 
singing had beou situated elaewhero thau 
under my bedroom; but as it was, with 
tho mooi. sincere possible desiro to be 
amused, I was unable to do aught but 
anathematize the composer and his trans 
later. 

Tho population is fairly estitnatad at 
100,001), of whom a littlo more luan one- 
third is Mussulman, the rest being a com- 
posite of (hoeka, Jews and Armenians, the 
former being iu the mojority. The ahop- 
keepors and merchants are clever and en- 
terprising, and take' iu and do for the 
stranger whh all tin- sain-Hcr in inotio }w 
culiar to the Loviuitino. IJut thorc is also 
an upper t'3U — pec.jjlc ulm would live in 
brown-stone fronts if they were Anien- 
cauH, where the men read I'l eneh novels 
and newspapers and the ladies play_ the 
piano and wear productions of Parisian 
lushioiiH, particiil irly in tho article of 
Louis Quinzc heels, the which, boing 
not precisely the thing for these streela, 
are usually ono found iu French provin- 
cial towns, but is a vast deal more airi^h 
and unripproaohablo.e.xcept you bo kno^^yn 
to havo money, when it takes you to its 
heart, and aska no question as to your 
origin. Till- coiiHi 41101100 of all this be 
ing"lhat thu aforesaid upper ten ia rather 
quceily comimscil, anil him among its 
members a good many exortics, who have 
left their country "for their country's 
good, and purpose not to remain there. 
Ouo peculiarity of manners very notice- 
ubio here. is the iibiiorrence of folks, ex- 
ceiil to hold llie in. at in iilace, ami with 
this a ■ivondeiful eleviMiiess will) tht-^ir 
liuivcs, winch iliev plunge down their 
throats with a rapidity and surety <jf aim 
only to be found elsowhero among pro- 
fessors of legerdemain From all I h vo 
seen iiud heard, pr.'gi-ess, although more 
real here than ill any oIIku pmvince of 
the Enqiiro, la not quite u)) to tho stand- 
ard, and neither the elective nor t.ho judi- 
ciary bodies enjoy sulhcient indopon- 
donco, but aro all more or leas tho oiea- 
tuios of tho Vuli, whose will i8_ in all 
tbiu.gs snpromo. and, it may bo said, with- 
out appeal. Perhaps when tho now can- 
al ituti'iii gets into full swing things may

A Turkish View. 

Tlio London Times publishes a 
soinowhat remiirkablo letter, which is 
vouched for by its Paris corrospoud- 
cut as beinp; tlae production of. a per- 
son holding a position "■8f'''tVusB''oon- 
noctod with one of the highest par- 
sonages ill tho Ottoman Empire. 

The letter cominouoes with an 
acknowledgement that the Turkish 
cause is lost, and all that is left for tho 
Turk is to make his enemy pay as 
dearly as possible for his ultimate 
success. As lon^r ns Kara held out 
the Turks woro hopeful, but with its 
fall their hopes wont down. " Want 
has stolen within our walls," says the 
writer, "and in the innermoBt recesses 
of our houses nre to bo heard only tbe 
lamentations of women and the male- 
dictions of old men." Tho public 
treasury is empty, and nothing Is left 
to bo done but the last act of heroic 
despair. Bitter complaint is then 
made of the conduct of Europe iu 
abandoning the Ottomans iu their 
stnignrlo, and more esf.ecially of the 
conduct of England. Tho capture of 
Adrianople is to bo tho sigiiul for 
opening negotiations, but they are to 
bo opened with the enemy, and with 
tho enemy alone. Alone the Turks 
have fought him, luul alone shall thoy 
treat witli hiin. If otTOr nations in- 
sist that ihere aro pjcnorpl iuterests 
which must be regnriied in tbo settle, 
mout, thoy will not bo listened to. 
Turlcey will save tho suzerainty of her 
European possessions, f^'ivo up the 
free uaviyation of the Bosphorous to 
Russia, and place horsolf under a 
Ru;s8iau protectorate. These terms, 
tho writer says, Turkey will concede, 
if there is no turn in tho strupfgle, 
until the point indicated is reached, 
and these terms ho is confident Bussia 
will accept. As to the occupation of 
Oonstantinople by the Russians these 
are bis words : 

" The Bussiaus are ^vell aware that 
thoy will never enter Constantinople. 
Wo would sooner set fire to it our- 
selves and reci'oss the J-^osphorous by 
the light of its flames. It might soon 
be done ; from Stamboul to Pera, and 
from Pera to Galatea, every one would 
lend a hand in it. Do not think 
these lines are written under the in- 
llnonee of a transitory and desperate 
sliito of mind. No, we think it ; we 
wish it ; we should do it, and wo 
should carry with us the conviction 
and the hope that from tho heart of 
Asia, sponer or later, we should be- 
come more mer acing to Europe, cow- 
ardly Europe, than wo are now in our 
capital, threatened by every misfor. 
tune, and abandoned to the rage of 
our conquerors. But yon kno^^v iis. In a 
week the wheel may turn; another Osman 
may restore our courage, and then wo 
should reg iiii hope, and perhaps victory, 
lint, alasl I have ceased to believe in it, 
and nobody here, henceforth believes in 
it. . 



The Guinese question is causing 
quite us great a ferment in Queensland 
as in California, and for some time 
past the colonists have been strenuous- 
ly endeavoring to prevent the influx of 
Celestials. A measure passed by tho 
Queensland Legislature a year ago for 
the regulatiptf of the traffic in immi- 
grants of this class was disallowed by 
tho Imperial Government, but a simi- 
lar one has quite recently been assent- 
ed to. According to tbo author of ■ 
paper read a short time ago before the 
Boyal Colonial Institute, the influx 
has of late been very rapid. The/OO' 
leftials are averse to engaging in the'o'rdi- 
nary industrial occupations of the colony 
and swarm to tho gold fields, allured 
thither by the hopo of becoming the pos- 
sossora of some of the precious m'etal,and 
then betaking themsolves oflf to their na- 
tivo land. Tho whole white population 
of tho Cook and Palmei districts - is- not 
more than 5,000, AvUilo within the last 
year and a half thoy havo been swamped 
by a deluge of 30,000 Chinese. The con- 
dition of these foreigners is described as 
miserable in tho extreme, both morally 
and physically. They ore so debased as 
to bo, to all appearances, incapable of 
moral improvement, and they are sobjeot 
to leprosy and other diseases which ren- 
der their presence amongst the white pop- 
ulation extremely undesirable.
